On Thursday, November 21, 1963, Oswald appeared 
unannounced at the Paine residence, at about S:45 p.a»„ 
and asked to see Marina. Me stated that he m loisesciae. 
Oswald played with the children and watched television, 
then ©bout 18: 30 p.n. he went to bed. 

On the morning of November 22, 1963, Marina said 
she awoke at 6:40 a .re. and began to feed the baby. At 
around 7 o'clock Marina awoke Oswald and told hi® he 
had better get up or he would be late for work. As he 
dressed he told Marina that he would fik Ms own break- 
fast. Marina does not believe that he did this, ©s she 
found the coffee pot to be cold when she went into the 
kitchen about 7:20. Marina advised that she does not 
know of anything that Oswald took with hire frore the Paine 
house to work, on November 22, 1963. 

Marina and Mrs. Paine were looking at the aotor- • 
cade on television when it was announced that the President 
had been shot, and that the shots had supposedly come 
from the Texas School Book Depository Building. A thought 
immediately entered Marina Is mind: "Did »y crazy one 

do it?"
